Bob: I received my catalogue today, which is as usual a fine piece of work. However I must reluctantly point out what I 
believe is a complete misattribution. Lot 127 is a regular 1856 half cent, not a Judd 177 copper-nickel pattern, IMHO. For 
one thing, it is entirely too well struck up. I spent years looking for a fully struck up specimen without ever seeing one or 
hearing of one. (Thank you for the excellent photographs !) 

Also the weight is wrong. If you will look at your notes on my four specimens you will see that they all weigh close to 
70 grains, not the 84 grains of lot 174. (Thank you for giving the weight!) Both Breen and Cohen 2nd edition give the 70- 
72 grain weight as standard for the patterns. 

Do you have access to a facility which could test the composition ? If I am wrong, which Marilyn will confirm 
happens with some regularity, I would be very interested in acquiring a copper-nickel pattern so well struck and of such 
anomalous weight. 

I am willing to bring this to your attention because I felt confident you would want to know. 

Marilyn and I are looking forward to seeing you and Laurie at EAC.

Speaking of envelopes, I am trying to imagine tens of thousands of coins in Johnson's coin 
inventory. His secretary must have been VERY busy just typing out all of those envelopes. 
I would believe it if I was told he carried the largest inventory in the U.S. Also, I really can't 
imagine how Eric felt when Mr. Johnson passed away so suddenly. First, losing a friend 
and mentor; but, then having the burden as Executor of the Estate of disposing orderly this 
huge inventory. 

One thing I noticed from Johnson's FPLs was his huge emphasis on and inventory of 
foreign coins. What many people do not know is that foreign portion of Col. Green's 
collection was valued very much more that was the U. S. and Colonial portion of his 
collection. His bank note collection was valued higher than either of the coin sections of 
the collection. 

Mr. Johnson must have had a FANTASTIC memory to be such an export in so many 
different areas of numismatics.

Tett, 

I obtained a copy of the Woodward bid book for the 1867 Joseph J. Mickley sale. The bid 
book said that a Mr. Farmer purchased the coin for $4.75. His collection was sold only two 
years later by Mason and Co. I am trying to acquire this catalog. These definitely appear 
to be the "missing links" for your 1802 C-2 collection piece. Come to find out, Mr. Farmer 
had a pretty decent half cent collection. 

I am not sure if this coin can be traced back further. I am not sure if records of Mickley's 
coins purchases and sales exist. 

I am also going to follow up on the gap between Farmer and Parmelee. Mr. Parmelee 
definitely owned the coin, but he may very well have purchased it from another collector. 

He very often bought entire collections, sometimes to obtain just a few coins that he 
wanted. He then sold the remainder of the collections as a "Parmelee Sale". 

Here is the detail of the pedigree as I now have it:

The auction catalog description is as follows: 

2087. 1802 Scarcely touched by circulation; Very fine for this date, rare. 

One other interesting note. Joseph Mickley was very proud of his coin collection and 
showed it often to friends AND strangers. He should have taken advice from you and 
adopted a pseudo-name, stay private and have third parties buy his coins for him. 
Unfortunately on April 13, 1867, Mickley's home was burglarized of his foreign coins. This 
represented about half of Mickley's coin collection. This was just one of several times that 
some of Mickley's coins had been taken. Mr. Mickley viewed this as a "warning to desist 
from collecting any more." He sold his entire collection for $10,000 to dealer and 
auctioneer, William Elliot Woodward on April 30, 1867. Immediately thereafter, he bought 
$10,000 worth of U. S. Treasury 5-20 bonds that paid 6% interest (payable in gold). 
Mickley primarily collected books about coins until his death in 1878.

I have 
reviewed this with Eric and he is comfortable with it. I welcome comments and suggestions. 

The Missouri Cabinet is the result of a collaboration between R. Tettenhorst and the Eric P. Newman Numismatic 
Education Society (EPNNES). It has been assembled by R. Tettenhorst over a period of more than forty years. 

EPNNES is a Missouri not-for-profit corporation which received its half cents from two sources. Eric Newman donated all 
of his half cents to EPNNES. Of special interest were those that came from the collection of Col. Edward H. R. Green. R. 
Tettenhorst donated a substantial number of his half cents to EPNNES, while retaining others. His collection included 
much of the Showers collection, as well as specimens from many of the other fine collections of recent decades. The 
details of how each half cent offered here came to the Missouri Cabinet are contained in its provenance. 

EPNNES will use the proceeds of the sale of its half cents exclusively for the benefit of other not-for-profit institutions for 
public purposes and also for supplementing the Society's own museum operations and scholarly research efforts. 

The Missouri Cabinet is the only collection of half cents ever formed which contained every variety of half cent struck for 
circulation. In addition, it is the only collection to contain every variety of half cent struck only in proof.
